coalition, and it is equally well known that 
the coalition party let it bé understood if the 
Ferjervary cabinet was retnoved and its pro- 
gram of universal suffrage disavowed, the 
coalition leaders would be ready to take’of- 


fice. 


Populace Misled, They Declare. 

These conditions were complied with. 
Baron Fejervary’s program was not sanc- 
tioned, and his resignation was accepted, 
but. in spite of the public invitation conveyed 
it by Baron Fejervary, thé Hungarian cham- 
ber of coalition took no step to make good the 
undertakings it had given. 

This lack of frankness made a bad im- 
pression in Vienna. The coalition leaders 
therefore had every reason to expect that 
the standpoint of the crown which they had 
been summoned to hear would be one of cen- 
sure. 

That the Hungarian public should view 
the matter differently is natural, for it long 
has been misled to the point of losing its 
sense of proportion, oe7; government sup- 
porters.

Asa Bullock Killed as Result of 
Horses’ Fright at Machine. 


FOUR PERSONS ARE HURT. 


Young Woman and Three Men Are 
Victims of Day’s Mishaps. 


One person died and four persons were in- 
jured yesterday as a result of automobile 
accidents in Chicago and vicinity. In two 
cases the motor cars were the cause of run- 
aways—one of these resulting in the re- 
ported fatality.

Was Driving to Court. 

Mr. Bullock was on his way to attend the 
Lake county circuit at Crown Point and his 
daughter Jessie was accompanying _ him. 
They were driving on the macadam road be- 
tween their home town, Hobart, and Merrill- 
ville, a highway much used by automobilists. 

Mr. Bullock was driving a spirited young 
horse along the top of an embankment, when 
an automobile driven by William Kleihge, 
a Hammond alderman, approached. The 
road was just wide enough to admit the 
passage of the two vehicles, and as Mr. By)- 
lock neared the motor car he turned his 
horse’s head so the animal would not be 
frightened. The noise and the sight of the 
ear frightened the horse, and giving a quick 
turn, it plunged down the embankment, 
throwing both occupants of the vehicle into 
the ditch and falling on top of them. 

Mr. Bullock and his daughter were uncon- 
scious when Ald. Kleihge came to their assis- 
tance. The lawyer's legs each were broken 
in two places. Mr, Kleihge took the injured 
persons to the nearest farm house, where 
Mr. Bullock died; although he was given 
prompt surgical attention. Miss Bullock is 
guffering from severe internal injuries. 

The automobilist denied thatthe horse was 
frightened. He believed the accident was 
due to Mr. Bullock’s driving so close to the 
embankment. 


Auto Causes a Runaway. 
Alexander Smith, a Glen View farmer, was 
driving in the Sheridan road, near Evanston, 
when an auto dfiven by Lou Jackson, a 
chauffeur employed by Herbert McNamee, 
1068 Winthrop avenue, approached. The 
horses became unmanageable and threw 
Smitht out.

HITHERTO UNNOTICED CELL 
FOUND: IN FEVER PATIENTS. 


Discovery Made by Medical hepetts 
May Lead to Method of Exterminat- 
ing the Yellow Scourge. 

pmeetmene 

In a preliminary report ptblished in “the 
current number of the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical association, four physictans 
who have made a close study of the cause and 
treatment of yellow fever, tell of the discov- 
ery of a hitherto unnoticed cell which is 
found in the blood of the fever patient and in 
the stomach of the infected mosquito. 

The medical authorities who have con- 
ducted this search into the cause of the con- 
tagion are Drs. O. L. Pothier, Joseph Hume, 
F. H. Watson, and M. Couret, and they are 
united im asserting that the discovery may 
lead to an entirely new method of treatment 
for fever which at length will prevent all 
possibility of it Becoming a plague. For 
several years they have devoted much of their 
time to the study, and now are at New Or- 
leans, where they have been working in the 
Charity and Isolation hospitals. 

The most careful methods known to medical 
science were employed in all of the tests, 
and in every case the results supported the 
theory that the cells are to be found only in 
the blood of yellow fever patients. To verify 
the theory of the coincidence of the cells and 
the disease several blind tests were made, 
including the diagnosis of several specimens 
of blood taken from patients suffering from 
different ailments, In all of these oases the 
fever cases were pointed out with accuracy, 
and the correctness of the deduction now is 
almost beyond quéstion. 

Examinations so far show that mosquitoes 
which are raised from the egg and are fed 
upon bananas or’ the blood of normal pa- 
tients, or are not fed at all show ho traces 
of the cell, while those which are allowed to 
bite the fever stricken patients almost with- 
out éxception contain the fatal cells. 


WOMAN’S GARMENTS FOUND;

Bundle of Bloody Clothing Likely to 
Lead to Solution of Mystery—Vic- 
tim Died from Operation. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 25.—The features of

suit case mystery were the finding of a bundle 
containing a woman's garments and bipod- 
stained clothes, and the apparent identifica- 
tion of the dress suit case, in whch was 
round the dismembered body of a Woman nea! 
the float of the Winthrop Yacht club. The 
autopsy showed that the woman died froma 
criminal operation. 

The bundle was found lying on the shore of 
the Winthrop peninsula, about a mile and a 
half from the point where the dress sult 
In the bundle were a 
woman’s undervest, a towel, the part of a 
shirt, some absorbent cotton, and several! 
pieces of cheese cloth, bloodstained. On 


the wrapping paper was a label with this 
eddress: “ R. O. Burnham, 2 Dalton street, 
city.’ 


R. O. Burnham proved to be Rebecca O. 
Burnham, a small dry goods dealer, and in- 
quiry at her store showed that Miss Burnham 
had used the paper found on the clothing 
to wrap some goods sold to a woman on Sat- 
urday. Miss Burnham does not know who 
the customer was.

Liberals May Invite United States 
to Guarantee Peace. 


ECHO OF POLITICAL STRIFE. 


Insular Press Conservative in Face of 
Threatened Crisis.

HAVANA, Sept. 25.—The liberals are con- 
sidering the questionof sending a commission 
to Washington to ask the re@stablishment of 
American intervention, or that the United 
States guarantee fair elections in the island.

CITY COAL COSTS TOO MUCH. 


Analyses Prove That Some of the Con. 
tractors Are Supplying an Infe- 
rior Quality of Fuel. 


Analyses of samples of coal’ furnished by 
the Dearborn Coal company and the Miami 
Coal company for the different pumping sta- 
tions of the city, made under the British 
thermal system, have revealed the fact that 
the Miami cempany has supplied mine run 
coal worth $3:50 a ton instead of lump coal 
worth $38.60, for which the contract called. 
In every instance the actual test showed the 


coal to be considerably below the estimated ' 


percentage which the companies agreed to 
supply. 

The commissioner of public works will ask 
the corporation counsel if the city has the 
power, under the wording of the contracts, 
to deduct the difference in the quality of the 
coal from the bills submitted by the compa- 
nies. 

The tests showed a loss in quality of from 
10.9 to 17.8 per cent In the coal which the 
Dearborn company supplHed at times, ranging 
from $2.85 to $2.75 in price. 


To Ask New Bids for Sewer. 

Mayor Dunne has an idea prices for sewer 
bullding would be lower if there were no sewer 
builders™ combine in Chicago.

the larger institutions. The Fidelity Trust 
company has taken over the business of the 
bank and is paying alt depositors.

Clinton, Mo., Sept. 25.—[{Special.)]—The 
grand jury reports that the Salmon bank, 
which failed last July, had been hopelessly 
insolvent for ten years. Tae court advised

$83,000,000 TROLLEY DEAL. 


Concern Is Alleged to Have Bought 
Indiana and Ohio Lines at a Cash 
Outlay of $50,000,000. 


Cleveland, 0O., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—The 
Standard Oil group of New York financiers 
has obtained control of traction securities in 
Ohio and Indiana with a par value of $83,105,- 
000 at a- reported cash outlay of $50,000,000. 
Other similar transactions are known to be 
pending. 

The positive statement was made today by 
a Cleveland financier and was supported by 
the statement of a Philadelphia banker that 
the New York Standard Oil. coterie is back of 
the United Gas Improvement company of 
Philadelphia. This company is working in 
Ohio through two agencies, the Etkins- Wide- 
ner-Dolan syndicate and Randall Morgan, 
vice president of the gas company. 

The immensity of the undertaking is ap- 
parent when it was stated that Indiana pur- 
chases alone, comprising ten lines, have a 
capitalization including stocks and bonds of 
$108,300,000, of which, however, only part are 
outstanding. Added to this are street rail- 
ways and suburban lines. 

It is claimed that the purpose is to acquire 
lines which will bring the gas and oil dis- 
tricts of Indiana and Ohio into direct con- 
tact. 


FIGHT TO KEEP WATER PURE. 


Mayor, Health Officer, and Alderman 
Hurt at Manitowoc in Riot Over 
Opening of River Intake. 


Manitowoc, Wis., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—An 
attempt of the Manitowoc Water Works com- 
pany to open a river intake pipe during a test 
of the plant this morning precipitated a riot, 
in which citizens offered armed resistance to 
the plan. 

Mayor Stolze, who is charged with having 
been responsible indirectly for the move 
made by the water works company, and who 
insisted that the test continue after he had 
been informed it would be necessary to open 
the river pipe, was assaulted by bystanders 
and knocked down, 

City health officers had issued orders 
against the opening of the pipe, and in seek- 
ing to enforce the order Health Officer Max 
Stachle was injured by being struck in the 
face by a heavy iron bar used for opening a 
shutoff. Ald. Lorengen was beaten also.

THE LOCAL MEAT SUPPLY. 
‘Have the people of Chicago adequate in- 
formation and security concerning the meat 
which they consume? This question re- 
solves itself into two others—namely: first, 
is. the local meat supply adequately in- 
spected, and, second, is the quality of meat 

which passes inspection satisfactory? 


‘T The local meat supply comes mainly trom 


the stockyards, where operations are super- 
vised by United States government imapect + 
ors. This inspection, however, was insti- 
‘tuted and is maintained not for the purpose 
of protecting Chicago or Illinois but for the 
purposes of “interstate or foreign com- 
merce,” is designed to satisfy the de- 
; mands of foreign countries for reliable guar- 
antees concerning meat imported into those 
countries. The chief government inspector 
and the packers strenuously insist that the 
government inspection at the stockyards 
covers all stock slaughtered or entered there, 
and on this claim-the former commissioner 
of health withdrew city inspectors from.the 
atockyards. Dr. Whalen, however, the new 
health’ commissioner, has restored them, and 
within the last two weeks his two represen- 
tatives there have founfll and condemned six 
carcasses previously passgd by the govern- 
ment inspectors. It is obvious, too, that 
these two city inspectors could not begin to 
cover all the operations of the stockyards 
during those two weeks. The efficiency, 
therefore, of the government inspectors 
seems to be called in question. It may also 
be remembered that there is a considerable 
amount of meat, especially veal, shipped 
into various parts of Chicago in desultory 
ways which it is impracticable under pres- 
ent regulations for the half dozen city meat 


is certainly reason to question whether or 
not the meat supply of this city is adequately 
inspected. 

As to the quality of the local supply, it 
may not be generally known that, as a rule, 
only the best meat is exported, because it 
alone will stand the tests—enforced by mi-

Dr. Whalen is justified in the effort which 
he is making to advise himself concerning 
the actual conditions surrounding the meat 
supply of this city. If there is any explan- 
ation to be given of the condemning by city 
inspectors of meat previously passed by 
United States inspectors, that explanation 
should be forthcoming. Furthermore, if 
Chicago is made the dumping ground for 
more than fits' natural share as a meat con- 
sumer of the siftings of the packing indus- 
try, the local purchaser should at least be 
able, through some appropriate brand or 
mark, to defend himself therefrom if he de- 
sires so.to do. Evidently the question of our 
meat supply deserves at least all the atten- 
tion which the health department is bestow- 


ing upon it. 


CRIME IN LONDON. 

The report of the London commissioner of 
police for 1904 shows that 16,846 police are 
able not only to keep the peace over an area 
of 700 square miles, populated by nearly 
7,000,000, but also to decrease the amount of 
crime. This is a small number of police for 
such an immense area, and considering its 


unruly and turbulent character of criminals 
and political disturbers who flock to that 
metropolis continually. 

Why should London be blessed with such 
satisfactory conditions as compared with 
those which obtain in the large American 
cities, and notably in Chicago? The two 
most conspicuous reasons are (1) that Lon- 
don has an efficient police force; divorced 
from politics, and (2) that the penalties for 
crime are severe and the courts are swift

All. this recalls to many of us here an in- 
cident of great interest. It must have been 
during the winter of 1901 or 1902 that Mr. 
Samuel Hill, a prominent citizen of the far 
northwest, brought to Washington a jiu jitsu 
expert and invited some forty or fifty of his 
friends, in the Metropolitan club, to repair to

ance. 

It was a rather distinguished company. 
Cabinet officers, diplomats, senators, great 
guns in both private arid official life were 
there. Bven a few newspaper men had the 
door left open for them. When all were seat- 
ed and the entrances closed, Mr. Hill came 
forward and delivered a brief address of ex- 
planation, He told us that, while there were 
& great many pretenders posing as exponents 
of the art of jiu jitsu, it was a fact that the 
real prophets and exemplars seldom were 
permitted to leave Japan, and never under 
any circumstances performed for money. 
They constituted, in fact, a semi-offici#l, 
semi-religious order, leading a species of 
monastic life under the immediate authority 
of the mikado himself. The secrets were 
imparted only to chosen persons of the high- 
est character and responsibility, since ‘the 
~possession of those secrets enabled the pos-

To be sure, the rudiments—that is to say, 
the first three degrees—were bestowed upon 
certain classes in the-military and civil ser- 
vice of the nation: but the fourth, fifth, and 
sixth degrees were in the nature of a sacred 
rite, to which only the select few were ad- 
mitted.

Such flerce onslaughts; such swift, almost 
superhuman, attacks; such astounding agil- 
ity I have never seen. But the old man met 
and checked them all without visible effort. 
Once I thought he was done for sure enough. 
The youngster rushed. at him like a tiger, 
stopped suddenly, whirled with incredible 
ease, and before you could wink was behind 
him with a powerful hold around his waist. 

The professor slipped through his arms 
like an eel, sat down, and the next moment 
that youngster had struck the mat with his 
shoulder full six feet away. 

We all thought that was outside the pro- 
gram and that the professor had been com- 
pelled to do something serious to his pupil, 
for the latter’s.distress was unmistakably 
genuine. 

The exhibition closed with an interesting 
trick. The professor lay flat' on his back. 
A wooden pole was brought and placed upon 
his throat. Then a. heavy man sat on each 
end of the pole. And-then the little Jap gave 
one twist and was on his feet, the gentlemen 
still sitting on the pole, and, in fact, looking 
rather foolish. 

Since then a number of aljeged experts 
in jiu jitsu have made their appearance, all 
claiming to be/the real, simon pure article, 
According to Mr. Hill’s statement on the oc- 
casion referred to—and I haven't the slightest 
doubt that it was strictly true In all respects 
—these newcomers are impudent impostors. 

They may know the first two or three les- 
sons in the art, but they certainly do not 
know the really important ones, or they 
wouldn't be disposed of so ensily as they 
have been several times of late.

Lamentation Follows Defeat. 

There was the case at West’ Point, for in- 
stance, where one of the cadets threw the 
Jap about, as‘if-he were a kitten. Another 
time one of them undertook to handle a 
well know New York wrestler and was put 
out quite easily.

Erie Convertibles. 

In discussing the position of Erie, the Wall 
Street Journal says: 

“The amount of Erle convertible bonds to 
be issued now is $12,000,000, They will. be 
convertible into Erie common stock at $60 a 
share. The issue is underwritten and the 
bonds will be offered at par to the stock- 
helders. The proceeds of the sale will pro- 
vide sufficient money to finance the C., H. & 
D. purchase, although it is in contemplation 
to acquire the minority stock if it can be 
done at a reasonable figure. The present 
Erie convertibles are part of the $50,000,000 
issue authorized three years ago. There 
were then issued $10,000,000 convertible into 
Erie common at $50 a share, this amount 
being offered to stockholders at 90. The 
amount that can be issued in any one calen- 
dar year after Dec. 31, 1903, is $10,000,000, so 
that after the impending issue of $12,000,000 
is made there will remain available $8,000,000 
now, and after Dec. 81, 1905, a further $10,- 
000,000 will become available for 1906. At 
the end of 1906 the final $10,000,000 of the 
authorized issue will become avalilable.’’
